The return must show the time and place of service, certify that
a true copy of the citation or notice was delivered to the person directed to be
served, be subscribed and sworn to before an officer authorized by the laws of
this state to take affidavits, under the hand and official seal of the officer, and
returned to the county clerk who issued the citation or notice. If the citation or
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notice is returned with the notation that the person sought to be served, whether
or not within this state, cannot be found, the clerk shall issue a new citation or
notice directed to the person sought to be served and service shall be by
publication.

(16) a pilot's license issued by the Federal Aviation Administration or
another authorized agency of the United States;

(17) a license to carry a concealed handgun under Subchapter H,
Chapter 411, Government Code;

(18) temporary driving permit or a temporary identification card issued
by the Department of Public Safety; or

(19) an offender identification card issued by the Texas Department of
Criminal Justice
